Avh o relieved th e regular engineer of 
th e Ponce de Leon as th e crack fiv­ 
er neared Rockm art on its north ern 
route last nigh t, disregarded a train 
lirder. But for Pierce’s negligence th e 
crash would not h ave occurred, Mil­ 
ler said in a statem ent today . 
According to Miller, if S. j. Keith , 
engineer of th e north bound ex press, 
h ad been left in ch arge of th e th ro t­ 
tle th e train would h ave been slowed 
to a stop near wh ere 
th e accident 
occurred and signals would h ave re ­ 
vealed th e presence of th e 
roy al 
palm on th e track ah ead.
